FORTY-FOURTH 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  greatest  workshop  of  the  world  is  Nature.  The  im- 
mensity of  her  labor  is  apparent  to  even  the  superficial,  who 
must  recognize  a  Divine  Power  as  the  only  possible  explana- 
tion for  the  simplest  of  her  manifestations.  The  growth  of  a 
violet  is  as  wonderful  as  the  swing  of  the  earth  in  its  orbit. 
It  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  the  greatest  intellects  the 
world  has  ever  known,  from  a  Newton  to  an  Agassiz,  have 
been  devoted  students  of  Nature's  handiwork,  and  have  given 
all  they  possessed  of  time,  energy  and  capacity  to  the  study 
of  her  secrets. 

In  presenting  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  "Brook- 
lyn Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,"  we 
wish  to  emphasize  one  deduction,  that  a  brief  study  of  Nature 
makes  evident,  viz. :  that  whatsoever  in  this  world  is  best  and 
most  permanent  is  of  slow  growth. 

Christianity  is  the  Father  and  Mother  of  all  effort  in  the 
direction  of  ameliorating  the  environments  of  the  poor,  the 
feeble,  the  impotent.  Whatever  else  the  Bible  is  or  is  not,  it 
certainly  is  an  inspiration  in  the  direction  of  teaching  the 
strong  to  help  the  weak,  and  thus  we  find  that  the  flower  of 
civilization, . Charity,  is  most  prolific  and  abounding  where  the 
Bible  is  most  studied  and  believed. 

We  rejoice  then  in  the  fact  that  Brooklyn  has  an  Associa- 
tion for  Improving  the  Conditiou  of  the  Poor.  We  rejoice  that 
this  Association  has  had  a  slow  but  ever  progressive  growth,  until 
it  can  now  look  back  upon  forty-four  years  of  quiet,  steady,  and 
sure  advance ;  that  during  all  this  time  it  has  kept  well  to  the 
front,  its  chief  object  and  aim  being  the  improvement  of  the 
poor.  It  is  one  thing  to  give  alms,  the  giving  of  which 
is  so  hasty  and  injudicious  that  the  recipient,  instead  of  being 
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improved,  is  by  the  very  receiving  made  more  and  more  a 
pauper ;  and  it  is  a  very  different  thing  to  bestow  of  one's 
means  judiciously,  with  careful  investigation,  to  the  end  that 
the  giving  may  result  in  helping  a  temporarily  distressed  un- 
fortunate to  weather  the  storm  of  poverty,  until  he  can  reach 
the  haven  of  self-support.  Not  one  word  would  we  utter 
against  the  giving  of  private  charity,  provided  the  gift  is  ac- 
companied by  the  necessary  investigation  of  the  circumstances 
of  the  recipient ;  but  we  do  protest  against  indiscriminate 
giving,  which  is  too  prevalent — the  giving  that  is  prompted 
by  a  kindly  heart,  but  which  simply  supplies  aid 
and  encouragement  to  professional  mendicancy.  We  are 
aware  that  the  multiplicity  of  charities  has  led  some  to 
decide  that  they  will  be  the  almoners  of  their  own  bounty. 
If  any  such  will  take  the  trouble  to  visit  this  Association  at 
its  head-quarters,  and  find  out  for  themselves  how  systematic, 
economical  and  thorough  are  our  methods,  we  are  confident 
that  they  will  adopt  it  as  the  medium  of  their  contributions  to 
the  poor.  A  gentleman  from  Galveston,  Texas,  executor  of 
the  estate  of  a  wealthy  citizen  who  had  left  a  large  bequest 
to  be  used  in  improving  the  condition  of  the  poor  of  that  city, 
visited  the  principal  cities  of  the  North  in  order  to  discover 
the  best  possible  method  of  carrying  out  his  trust.  At  last, 
in  his  search  he  reached  this  Association,  and  after  a  careful 
examination  of  its  books,  said :  "  Of  all  that  I  have  seen  and 
examined,  your  system  seems  the  wisest  and  calculated  to 
give  the  best  results."  Upon  his  return  to  Galveston,  and 
after  consultation  with  others  interested,  he  notified  this 
Society  that  our  methods  had  been  adopted,  and  he  requested 
that  we  send  on  by  express  complete  samples  of  all  forms 
used  by  us,  and  careful  instructions  for  all  work. 

There  are  many  different  channels  and  societies  through 
which  relief  is  sought  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  and  some 
of  them  are  admirable  in  design  and  execution.  It  is  not 
our  province  or  wish  to  detract  from  their  value,  as  means  to 
accomplish  the  true  object  of  all  charity;  but  we  should  under- 
value our  forty-four  years  of  struggle,  experience  and  success, 
did  we  not  boldly  assert  that  for  the  purpose  of  giving  material 
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aid  and  improving  the  poor  of  Brooklyn,  there  is  no  agency, 
private  or  public,  that  can  accomplish  this  more  thoroughly  or 
satisfactorily  than  we  can,  through  our  systematic  method  of 
record  and  distribution.  This  assertion  is  not  an  exaggeration, 
and  a  visit  to  104  Livingston  street  will  furnish  abundant 
proof  of  its  truth.  If  such  a  visit  be  too  much  to  ask,  then 
the  name  of  our  honored  president,  Mr.  Reuben  W.  Ropes,  is 
its  sufficient  guarantee.  He  has  held  this  office  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years,  a  worthy  successor  of  the  first  president  of 
the  Association,  Mr.  Seth  Low  (grandfather  of  our  ex-Mayor, 
Seth  Low).  Mr.  Ropes  has  given  freely  of  his  time  and  busi- 
ness capacity  to  the  end  that  the  resources  of  this  Association 
should  be  expended  in  the  most  judicious  and  economical 
manner.  Its  income  is  chiefly  collected  through  the  personal 
solicitations  of  the  band  of  men  who  honorably  and  persist- 
ently perform  this  distasteful  yet  necessary  task,  to  whom,  in- 
dividually and  collectively,  we  take  this  opportunity  to  extend 
our  hearty  thanks  for  their  untiring  and  unselfish  efforts  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Association. 

In  this  connection  we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  united 
and  successful  efforts  of  the  ladies  who  have  in  charge  the 
Association's  Bureau  for  making  and  distributing  clothing. 
Those  who  have  had  no  experience  in  this  field  can  hardly 
realize  the  time  required  and  the  labor  necessary  to  a  faithful 
performance  of  the  work,  and  we  would  now,  as  often  before, 
tender  to  these  ladies  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  of 
their  self-denying  and  successful  work  in  this  department. 

To  the  numerous  physicians  who  have  given  of  their  time 
and  their  talents  in  behalf  of  the  poor  to  whom  they  have 
been  requested  to  minister  by  this  Association,  we  would  ex- 
tend greetings  and  return  hearty  thanks. 

And  now  one  word  to  the  supporters  of  and  contributors 
to  this  Association  :  You  are  the  foundation  stones  of  our 
whole  structure,  for  most  assuredly  without  you  we  could  do 
nothing;  and  yet,  any  description  of  it  that  we  could  offer 
would  seem  inadequate  to  express  the  joy  and  satisfaction 
that  would  come  to  you  if  you  could  follow  your  benefactions, 
and  have  personal  experience  of  the  comfort  and  help  brought 
by  your  gifts  to  those  who  without  them  would  often  sutler 
great  misery. 

Whatever  of  happiness  is  vouchsafed  in  this  life  comes  not 
from  selfish  use  of  money.  Many  appear  to  enjoy  the  luxury 
with  which  they  surround  themselves,  and  yet  if  they  truly 
spoke,  they  would  tell  you  that  their  moments  of  best  happi- 
ness came  to  them  only  when  they  were  making  others  happy,. 
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either  through  personal  service  or  by  a  judicious  aid  in  the 
expenditure  of  money.  Every  dollar  that  you  give  to  this 
Association  will  bring  its  own  reward  in  the  inward  conscious- 
ness of  having  done  right  and  given  right.  There  are  many 
uses  for  money,  and  most  people  find  that  they  have  more  uses 
than  money,  but  every  man,  woman  and  child  has  an  impera- 
tive call  to  give  of  and  according  to  their  means,  "Not  grudg- 
ingly oi'  of  necessity,"  but  cheerfully,  for  "  God  loveth  a  cheer- 
ful giver."  When  we  give  to  the  poor  we  lend  to  the  Lord. 
After  we  get  through  this  little  span  called  life,  which  seems 
to  the  child  almost  unending,  and  but  a  dream,  a  vapor,  to  the 
old  man  tottering  to  his  fall  over  the  line  that  separates  time 
from  eternity,  we  may  then  be  glad  that  when  we  were  in  the 
flesh  we  took  occasion  to  be  mindful  of  our  obligations  and 
gave  a  cup  of  cold  water  to  a  thirsty  one  or  a  crust  of  bread  to 
the  hungry. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  wait 
for  the  call  of  the  Association's  collector  to  make  your  contri- 
butions to  our  Treasury.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  you,  when 
you  have  read  this  report,  from  at  once  enclosing  your  check 
or  money  to  his  address.  You  will  thus  lighten  his  labors, 
and  at  the  same  time  feel  the  satisfaction  of  duty  accomplish- 
ed by  so  doing. 

The  first  Annual  Eeport  of  this  Association  shows  that 
there  was  collected  from  all  sources  $2,259.72.  This  was  in 
1844.  Brooklyn  then  had  about  54,000  population,  to-day  it 
has  more  than  seven  hundred  thousand,  and  the  present  re- 
port shows  total  collections  of  $22,083.93. 

To  correspond  to  the  increase  in  population  and  the  wants 
of  the  poor  of  the  Brooklyn  of  to-day,  wTe  should  receive  the 
coming  year  at  least  $50,000.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that 
new  and  old  contributors  will  be  found  who  will  increase  our 
income  sufficiently  to  bring  the  total  to  its  proper  proportions 
of  $50,000  for  the  year  ending  1888  ? 

The  following  statistical  matter  will  be  of  interest  : 

Number  of  families  assisted  during  the  past  year  was 
11,739,  consisting  of  52,825  persons. 

During  the  past  year  5,432  grocery  orders  were  issued. 

1,226  tons  of  coal  were  delivered;  value  $6,404,  and  given 
in  quarter  and  half  ton  lots  to  3,655  families. 

82  requests  for  medical  attendance  were  issued. 

172  medical  prescriptions  were  filled,  at  a  cost  of  $122.54 

The  whole  number  of  packages  of  groceries  given  out  was 
39,603. 


CLOTHING  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


The  Ladies'  Clothing  Committee  offer  to  the  Board  of  Managers  its  Re- 
port for  the  season  of  1887,  from  January  1st  to  March  14th,  inclusive,  it 
being  the  10th  year  of  its  existence  and  the  third  of  its  organization  as  an  inde- 
pendent committee. 

During  the  past  two  winters  materials  have  also  been  furnished  for  a  branch 
in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  thus  increasing  its  working  capacity. 

Its  methods  having  been  already  carefully  explained,  it  seems  scarcely  neces- 
sary to  refer  to  them,  and  the  Committee  only  does  so  in  order  to  dwell  upon 
the  fact  that  the  resources  allowed  to  this  Department  by  the  Society  are  greatly 
increased  in  value.  First,  the  material  purchased  at  wholesale  is  cut  up,  and 
work  is  thereby  furnished  to  women  who  are  willing  to  sew  in  return  for  the  aid 
received.  Thus  is  preserved  their  independence;  and  Secondly,  we  are  enabled, 
by  the  stock  of  made-up  clothing  thus  produced,  to  supply  the  needs  of  a  more 
helpless  class. 

Although  many  of  the  workers  are  quite  capable,  the  Committee  acknowl- 
edges that  one  of  its  problems  is  to  find  something  that  willing  but  clumsy 
fingers  can  do  which  will  result  in  really  useful  articles  of  clothing  ,  and  it  is 
a  constant  source  of  wonder  that  some  women  who  have  large  families  for 
whom  they  are  caring  should  be  utterly  incapable  of  putting  together  the 
simplest  garment.  It  is  pleasant  to  find,  however,  in  many  cases,  a  steady  im- 
provement during  the  season,  and  to  know  that  a  little  care  for  and  explana- 
tion to  those  to  whom  it  is  given  should  prove  of  service  to  them.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  owing  to  the  throng  of  applicants  that  there  should  not  be  more 
time  for  instruction  to  those  who  need  it. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  warmest  expressions  of  gratitude  for  help 
often  come  from  those  who  have  received  the  work  rather  than  the  gifts. 
The  wisdom  of  making  the  Society's  beneficence  take  this  form  is  thus 
apparent. 

Of  the  second  class,  those  who  are  not  able  to  render  work  for  what  they 
receive,  there  are  many  indeed  among  the  sick  and  suffering  who  grievously  need 
the  help  given.  The  pleasantest  task  perhaps  is  to  cover  the  ragged  and  shiver- 
ing children— or  some  woman  who  comes  saying  :  "I  could  get  work  if  I  had 
only  a  decent  gown,"  or  to  send  a  young  girl  to  her  first  place  with  a  comfort- 
able change  of  simple  clothing. 

The  past  season  has  been  the  busiest  that  the  Committee  has  yet  had.  At 
the  Livingston  street  office  237  women  were  supplied  with  work,  at  the  branch 
office  86,  making  a  total  of  323.  At  the  Livingston  street  office  3,048  garments 
were  manufactured,  at  the  branch  449,  making  in  all  3,497.  In  this  number  are 
included  237  comfortables,  which  were  greatly  needed  on  account  of  the  diffi- 
culty at  one  time  experienced  in  procuring  coal,  owing  to  the  strikes.  Six 
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hundred  and  thirty  families  were  supplied  with  clothing  at  the  Livingston 
street  office,  at  the  branch  62,  making  692  in  all,  and  using,  respectively,  2,761 
and  398  garments;  in  all  3,159.  Besides,  720  garments  at  the  central  office  and 
155  at  the  branch,  in  all  875  were  given  out  in  payment  for  work.  The  total 
valuation  of  these  was  $3,200.42. 

The  Society  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  ladies  who  have  labored  untiringly  and 
very  efficiently  to  cut  and  prepare  work  for  the  sewers  ;  and  when  it  is  under- 
stood that  betwTeen  four  and  five  hundred  garments  are  required  weekly,  and 
that  these  must  be  carefully  cut,  fitted  with  the  necessary  bindings,  buttons, 
thread,  etc.,  and  made  into  packages,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  task  is  by 
no  means  a  light  one. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  submit  the  following  statistics  :

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  tJie  Brooklyn 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  : 

The  year  now  closing  has  been  an  eventful  one.  The  work  accomplished  by 
our  Association  has  been  greater  than  during  any  preceding  season  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  Society. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year,  October  1,  1886,  this  Board  directed  that  the 
Twenty-sixth  Ward  be  added  to  the  city  territory  covered  by  us  in  our  disburse- 
ments. This  is  a  large  and  populous  W ard,  and  its  inclusion  necessitated  the 
employment  of  an  additional  Ward  agent. 

I  remark  in  passing  that  the  gradual  increase  of  work  during  the  past  ten 
years  has  necessitated  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  Ward  agents 
employed.  In  1877  seven  vibitiug  agents  were  able  to  do  the  work.  During 
the  past  year  we  were  obliged  to  employ  ten,  and  the  ten  were  much  harder 
worked  than  were  the  seven  of  ten  years  ago.  Notwithstanding,  by  careful 
and  systematic  method,  they  accomplished  what  they  were  called  upon  to  do 
without  confusion  or  coniDlaint. 

The  commendable  spirit  manifested  in  their  work  was  especially  noticeable 
during  the  period  of  strikes,  which  characterized  the  past  year.  A  great  many 
members  were  complaining  that  coal  was  not  sent  to  various  applicants  desig- 
nated. For  quite  a  time  it  was  impossible  for  this  Association  to  deliver  coal  in 
any  but  the  21st,  23d,  24th  and  25th  Wards.  In  the  central,  northern  and 
southern  parts  of  the  city  the  coal  carts  were  overturned  in  the  streets  by  the 
mob,  whenever  deliveries  were  attempted.  Very  soon  after  this  the  stocks  of 
dealers  became  exhausted,  and  the  conditions  of  unlicensed  interference  that 
temporarily  controlled  made  it  impossible  for  our  contractors  to  replenish  their 
yards. 

During  all  this  time  our  Ward  agents,  under  instructions  from  this  office, 
cheerfully  made  it  a  part  of  their  work  to  call  upon  disappointed  members,  and 
explained  why  it  was  that  we  could  not  supply  coal  to  worthy  and  suffering 
applicants. 

At  this  time  300,000  tons  of  coal  lay  at  Weehawken,  and  30,000  coal  handlers 
stood  idly  by,  and  refused  to  move  it  or  to  allow  the  work  of  shoveling  and 
transporting  to  be  done  by  anybody  else.  In  consequence,  the  sufferings  of 
very  many  in  this  city  among  the  sick  and  worthy  indigent  were  greatly  in- 
creased, and  this  Society,  having  ample  funds,  was  nevertheless  powerless  to 
extend  relief.  After  a  time  this  unfortunate  condition  terminated,  and  our 
work  of  succor  again  progressed  as  before. 

The  scope  of  effort  in  the  amelioration  and  improvement  of  the  condition  of 
the  poor  by  this  Society,  appears  heretofore  to  have  been  confined,  in  the  main, 
to  an  alleviation  of  their  distresses  of  cold  and  hunger.  Precedent  and  custom 
seem  so  to  have  regulated.  Under  this  order  or  scope  of  duty  many  hundreds 
of  tons  of  coal,  and  many  thousand  packages  of  groceries  are  disbursed  each 
winter  month  to  the  cold  and  hungry.  Your  General  Agent  would  not  counsel 
any  modification  of  this  necessary  succor ;  but  may  it  not  be  coupled  with  an 
effort  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  homes  of  these  people  ? 

Many  legal  sanitary  regulations  exist,  intended  for  the  better  preservation  of 
the  health  of  people  living  in  tenement  houses,  but  which  are  not  generally 
observed.    There  are  three  principal  reasons  for  this  absence  of  conformity  : 
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First,  careful  observance  would  involve  added  expenditures  on  the  part  of  land- 
lords. Secondly,  the  tenants  are  not  commonly  aware  of  these  regulations,  nor 
would  they  know  how  to  proceed  in  claiming  their  benefits,  where  such  were 
withheld  ;  and,  Thirdly,  no  systematized  method  now  exists  whereby  instances 
of  disregard  of  sanitary  laws  may  be  reported,  their  violation  punished  and 
their  future  observance  enforced. 

In  view  of  all  this,  and  with  the  object  of  securing  such  improvement  to  the 
condition  of  the  poor  in  their  own  homes  as  would  be  aided  by  law,  your  General 
Agent  would  respectfully  suggest  a  consideration  of  the  feasibility  of  the  ap- 
pointment and  employment  by  this  Society  of  a  competent  Special  Agent,  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  examine  tenement  houses  with  the  purpose  of  entering 
complaint,  and  in  general  of  securing  a  reform  from  objectionable  conditions  to 
health,  where  it  was  plainly  indicated  that  the  law  could  be  availed  of  to  better 
the  conditions  of  environment  in  local  individual  instances. 

As  remarked  at  the  opening  of  this  report,  the  work  accomplished  the  past 
year  has  been  greater  than  during  any  preceding  season.  More  coal  and  provi- 
sions have  been  given  out.  The  Clothing  Bureau  has  employed  more  women, 
and  the  number  of  articles  of  underwear  made  up  and  given  out,  has  been 
greater  than  ever  before. 

Ten  years  ago  the  work  of  the  Clothing  Bureau  was  done  in  a  single  room 
designed  for  ordinary  occupancy  as  an  office.  This  was  in  the  basement  of  197 
Joralemon  street,  and  before  the  erection  of  our  present  commodious  quarters. 
Now,  the  whole  third  floor  of  this  large  building  is  scarcely  adequate  for  the 
demands  made  upon  our  Clothing  Bureau.  Three  years  ago  we  established  also 
a  sub-department  of  the  same  work  in  another  part  of  the  city,  and  this  branch 
of  itself,  during  the  past  winter,  employed  nearly  as  many  women  in  the  making 
up  of  clothing  as  the  original  Bureau  engaged  ten  years  ago. 

Your  present  General  Agent  has  now  been  employed  ten  years  by  this  So- 
ciety. A  period  of  ten  years'  service  with  an  institution  like  ours  has  afforded 
considerable  scope  for  the  study  of  "The  Problem  of  the  Poor."  Many  first 
conclusions  have  been  modified,  and  your  General  Agent  feels  that  even  a  "  ten 
year  man"  in  this  woik  lias  yet  much  to  learn.  Among  a  membership  of  over 
three  thousand  it  has  sometimes  required  very  careful  thought  to  reconcile 
and  harmonize  conflicting  opinions  concerning  what  should  or  should  not  be 
done  in  the  administration  of  relief.  The  invariable  tendency  in  cases  of  an 
interesting  character,  where  neighborhoods  become  especially  concerned  about 
a  case,  is  to  overdo  in  the  matter  of  relief.  But  by  a  careful  observance  of  the 
rule,  "Courtesy  towaids  every  one,  and  moderation  in  all  things,"  we  have  been 
able  to  preserve  harmony  and  obtain  also  recognition  of  that  principle  of  fore- 
thoughtful charity  which  seeks  alwTays  to  help  without  harming. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  work  of  these  ten  years  may  not  be  inappropriate 
or  uninteresting  at  this  time.  During  that  period  our  membership  has  grown 
from  2,790  to  3,328. 

Our  receipts  in  1887,  including  materials  in  kind  with  cash,  amounted  to 
$22,805.10.    In  1887  the  sum  amounted  to  $26,275.78. 

In  1877  two  hundred  and  twelve  solicitors  collected  funds  for  our  Associa- 
tion.   Two  hundred  and  fifty-six  wTere  last  year  engaged  in  this  work. 

Ten  years  ago  thirty-five  physicians'  names  were  upon  our  books  as  having 
tendered  their  services  to  this  Society.  The  number  has  now  increased  to 
eighty-six. 

In  1877  a  small-sized  six  by  four-and-a-half  inch  pamphlet  of  forty-five 
pages  sufficed  to  report  the  year's  work  to  our  members.  Now  we  require 
forty-eight  pages  of  a  pamphlet  nine  by  five  and  three  quarters  inches.  By 
comparison  in  another  way  the  Report  of  ten  years  ago  covered  1,215  square 
inches  of  surface.    The  Report  of  1887  will  cover  2.454  square  inches. 

The  following  is  a  tabulated  but  very  interesting  statement  showing  for  each 
year  during  the  ten  years  last  past  the  number  of  sewing  women  employed 
and  the  number  of  garments  made  by  them  and  given  out  by  this  Society.

The  period  embraced  by  the  foregoing  figures  and  data  is  only  a  little  more 
than  one-fifth  of  the  time  since  the  organization  of  this  Society.  True,  the 
showing  covers  the  last  and  therefore  the  largest  fifth  ;  but  considering  that 
during  this  ten-year  cycle  this  Organization  has  rendered  aid  in  nearly  one 
hundred  thousand  cases,  to  the  relief  in  individual  instances  of  a  number  up- 
wards of  half  a  million,  we  are  able  to  get  an  approximate  idea  of  the  vast 
accomplishment  for  the  alleviation  of  suffering  which  this  noble  Institution 
has  effected  since  its  organization  in  the  year  1842. 

We  will  not  say  that  we  are  proud  of  this  record.  No  man  should  be  "proud  ' 
of  his  deeds  of  charity  ;  but  may  not  the  men  and  the  women  who  have  partici- 
pated in  this  great  work,  who  have  given  to  it  their  time,  their  thoughts  and 
their  means,  may  they  not  indulge  the  hope  that  its  record  is  not  indifferently 
acknowledged  in  that  great  book  of  accounts  which  shall  be  opened  at  the  last 
great  day  ?

PRINCIPLES  AND  OBJECTS 


OF    THE  ASSOCIATION. 


This  Association  is  organized  for  a  special  purpose,  and  its  labors  are  specific. 
It  seeks  to  do  collectively,  just  what  the  benevolent  desire  to  do  individually, 
viz. :  to  elevate  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  worthy  poor,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  relieve  their  necessities.  It  does  not  belong  to  the  public  at  large,  but 
to  those  who  annually  subscribe  to  its  funds  ;  and  only  such  have  a  right  to 
send  applicants. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  fundamental  rules  by  which  the  work  of 
this  Association  is  governed: 

First — To  give  relief  only  after  investigation  of  each  case,  either  by  visita- 
tion or  through  inquiry.  To  give  only  articles  immediately  necessary.  To 
give  assistance  at  the  right  moment,  and  not  beyond  the  necessity  which  calls 
for  it. 

Second — To  require,  from  every  one  who  receives  aid,  abstinence  from  all 
intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage;  that  children  of  a  proper  age  be  kept  at 
school,  and  those  of  suitable  age  be  apprenticed  to  some  trade  or  sent  to  ser- 
vice :— the  design  being  to  make  the  poor  a  party  to  their  own  improvement. 

Third — To  give  no  relief  to  recent  emigrants,  except  in  urgent  cases,  until 
they  can  be  referred  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  when  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  Association  towards  them  shall  cease.  The  reason  being  that  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  are  obliged  by  law  to  care  for  such  persons,  if 
needy,  during  five  years  after  their  arrival,  and  are  provided  with  means  for 
this  purpose. 

Fourth— To  give  no  aid  to  persons,  who,  from  infirmity,  imbecility,  old  age,  or 
any  other  cause,  are  unable  to  earn  their  own  support,  and  therefore  are  per- 
manently dependent.  In  extreme  cases,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the 
proper  Institutions  for  permanent  relief,  temporary  assistance  may  be  given. 
Notwithstanding  these  persons  may  be  worthy,  they  are  non-improvable.  The 
reason  of  this  rule  is,  the  permanently  dependent  are  not  regarded  as  proper 
subjects  for  relief  by  this  Association,  as  we  have  no  permanent  fund. 

Fifth— To  discontinue  relieving  all  who  manifest  a  purpose  to  depend  on 
alms  rather  than  on  their  own  exertions  for  support.  The  maintenance  of  these 
is  incompatible  with  the  objects  of  this  Society;  because  such  persons  become 
so  debased  by  continued  gratuitous  relief  that  there  is  no  hope  of  inciting  them 
to  self-support,  and  to  aid  them  is  to  encourage  vice  and  indolence. 

This  Association  is  not  intended  to  supersede  existing  charities;  but,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  supplement  them,  and  make  them  available  to  those  for  whom 
they  are  designed:— its  whole  aim  being  to  help  those  who  strive  to  help  them- 
selves.
